What do we really know about our labor 
unions? A month ago Ottawa produced an- 
other mishmash a misinformation on the sub- 
ject. 

Ia April, 1962, Parliament 

the Corporation and 

Labor Unions Returns Act, 
an act “To provide for the 
reporting of financial and 
other statistics relating to 
the affairs of corporations » 
and labor unions carrying . 
on activities in Canada.” 

The first annual report 
under the act, for the fiscal 
periods of corporations and Fisher 
labor unions ending in 1962 has been published 
by authority of Trade and Commerce Minister 
Mitchell Sharp. 

Many newspaper stories have dealt with 
Part, One of the act—the report of corporate 
information, but almost nothing has appeared 
on Part Two—the report of labor union infor- 
mation. . 

This neglect of the labor union half of the 
feport is easy to understand, It is a night- 
mare t interpret. It is harder to explain why 
a cabinet minister, one whose “‘ad- 
ministrative efficiency” is frequently lauded 
by friehdly journalists, assented to its publica- 
tion. 

To begin with the most inexcusable folly, 


' the Seafarer’s International Union of Canada 


is recorded as a ‘‘national union. "The report 
says the parent organization’ ofthe SIU in the 
United States, the Seafarer's International 
Union of North America, claims to have divest- 
ed itself ‘‘of all rights, title and interest of 
any kind possessed in Canada.” It would be 
difficult to compress more ignorance of the 
contemporary labor ‘scene into a single -sen- 
tence. 
* * *. 

Leonard McLaughlin, head of the SIU of 
Canada, is vice-president of the Seafarer’s In- 
ternational Union of North America. Members 
of the SIU of Canada pay per capita dues to 
the SIU of North America, and in the year 1962 


Canadian Maritime Union. 
; to the international 
ventions of the SIU of North America, 
the-conventions of the AFL-CIO. 
The SIU of Canada is an integral 


waterfront as counters of the CLC and as foot- 
holds of power in Canada for. Paul Hall, presi- 
dent of both the maritime trades department 
and the SIU of North America. 

In February, 1964, the government-appoint- 
ed Maritime trustees made an agreement with 
Mr. Hall (the unfortunate Hail-Millard agree- 
ment). 

Its practical meaning was to keep Mc- 
Laughlin in office in-Canada and to commit 
the srustees fo the handing over of te Cane. 
dian Maritime Union to the SIU. . 

Mr. McLaughlin, who filed the report for 
the SIU of Canada under the act, seems to 
have pulled the wool over the eyes of the re- 
sponsible -officers of the Domiriion Bureau of

. planation of the acceptance of this McLaughlin 
claim that the SIU is a national rather than ‘ 


an international union except total ignorance 
and gullibiliy on the part of the officials of 
DBS and to the responsible ministers. 

Much the same can be said of their ac- 
ceptance of the claim of the International 
Union of Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers (Can- 
ada) that it is a national union. 

A footnote is the key to. the next inde- 
fensible element of this report. Tt comes at 
the bottom of a table of “selected income and 
expenditures of reports international labor 
organizations.” 

*. % * 

It says “‘As these expenditures are incom- 
plete, they should not be compared with net. 
dues and assessments.” It.copld have added 
that net dues and assessments ‘aren't complete 
either, On the face of the table, and without 
benefit of the footnote, it would appear to the 
casual reader accustomed to comparing. in- 
come columns with expenditure columns, that 
in 1962 the income-ef international unions in 
Canada was ebout $9,500,000 greater than their 


“strike benefits,"" and ‘‘pension and welfare 
benefits.” We are told in the text of the re- 
port what the missing items are. 

“As locals or branchés constitute the foun- 
dation upon which labor organizations are con- 
structed, the basic principle in .their relation- 
ship is that locals receive certain services from 
their parent organization in return Yor the pay- 


sment of a per capita tax.” 


These services include assistance of organ- 
izers and research specialists and, in particular, 
assistance in collective bargaining and griev- 
ance procedure; publications beneficial to the 
locals and their members; educational pro- 
grams sponsored and financed by the parent 
organization; legal advice; drafting of con- 
‘stitutions; and exercising @ discretion in the 
pursuit of collective bargaining ig and in 
the matter of strike action.” 

*: The text continues: ‘’The money. costs as- 
signable to these services are immeasiirable 
inasmuch eas in many respects they are not 
reducible to simple monetary terms. There- 
fore, in, developing the financial -reporting 
form, cognizance was taken of the fact that 
financial reporting by international unions 
should be restricted to direct expenditure.” 

Most of this is nonsense. It is most unfair 
to international unions to say that their ‘‘direct 
expenditure” is limited to the three. items 
listed above. 

When money is spent on srbeelh: on organ- 
iaing, On education, on legal fees, for €xample, 
it is a “direct” and “measurable” expenditure. 

The other side of the balance sheet for 
international unions is equally shaky. The re- 
ported figure of $22,120,000 income from dues 
and assessments paid by Canadian memibers 
of international unions to their international 
headquarters is not an adequate statement of 
total income on account of Canadian member- 


As 6 per cent of the total membership of 
international unions is in Canada, so 6 per cent 
of their’ more than $50,000,000 income from in- 
terest, dividends, rents and other sources 
should be regarded as Canadian income. 


_ National Art Gallery 
_ At the Crossroads

VANCOUVER—Richard B. Simmins is the 
director of the Vancouver Art Gallery, presi- 
dent of the Canadian Art Museum Director 
Organization, and the only 
man who quit the National 
Gallery at wa. in pro- 
test against the Chrysler 
Collection fiasco two years 
ago. 

I went to see Mr. Sim- 
mins because I thought that 
no one in the Canadian art 
world is as qualified as. he 
-to comment on the govern- 
ment's number one art : . 
problem—namely, the ap- Waring =» 
pointment of a successor to Dr. Charles Com- 
fort-as director of the National Gallery. 

Mr. Simmins had worked under Dr, Com- 
fort, as director of exhibition extension ser- 
vices, until the Walter P. Chrysler Jr. collection 
on loan to the gallery proved to contain a 
substantial number of paintings that were 
either forgeries or of btful authenticity. 

Mr. Simrhins won't talk about his protest 
resignation. He maintains Dr. Comfort was 
more sinned against than sinning; that he 
was “badly advised” by a staff that was too 
small and overcrowded. Nonetheless,~ Dr. 
Comfort was sent into retirement by the Lib- 
eral government last month, having reached 
the age of 65. He would have stayed on had 
the government asked him. But, while it had 
no successor ready to appoint, the government 
chose to leave the gallery without a director. 

* * * 

“A good choice to replace Dr. Comfort 
will rehabilitate the gallery,”” Mr. Simmins 
told me, “‘while a bad choice will drive it into 
the ground.” : 

The government's task — and the specific 


responsibility of State Secretary Maurice 
Lamontagne, our “minister for cultural af- 
fairs'’—is to find an outstanding man for the 
job.

The National Gallery ig not one of the 
great art museums of the world, not a Louvre 
or a Prado, but it has—finé~ collections that 
should give it higher prestige in the North 
American art world than it now enjoys.

Nuclear Weapons for All?

WASHINGTON...— Worried 
government ear scientists 
believe ‘that in the 1970s peace; 


ful nuclear power reactors 
scattered around the world 


will be turning out enough plu- * 


tonimn to produce hundreds , 


of small 
warheads. 

In the normal course of 
economic development, these 
scientists point out, reactors 
will be located ‘in dozens of 
countries big and small, many 
gt which do not now have a 
nuclear capability. 

Typical nuclear power 
plants aimed at turning out 
electricity for industry. and 
homes — will produce pluton- 
jum asa by-product. And with 
plutonium, it is relatively 
“easy to turn out crude nu- 
clear weapons. * 

The plutonium weapons 
which mahy countries eould 
conceivably produce in’ the 
next decade would be very 
smali—popguns compared to 
the hydrogen giants in U.S. 
and Russian arsenals. At most, 
they’d probably be the size of 
the Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
atomie bombs. 

But scientists are not com- 
forted by this: small bombs 
used as small countries would 
use them (against each other, 
say) could, they fear, trigger 
a full-scale nuclear war. 


Control Needed 


If the plutonium produced in 
these electrical power plants 
is not put under some sort of 
international control, a consid- 
erable number of countries 
could thus be slowly . turning 
out their own nuclear weapons 
by 1980. F 

Inevitably, one or more of 
these nations will end up 
under the control of a dictator 
with an “TI've-got-nothing-to- 
lose’’-attitude. Or the bombs 
with missiles and planes to 
deliver them could get into 
the hands of a rebel group 
wanting to achieve some reck- 
less objective. 

These are the nerve-wrack- 
ing possibilities frequently dis- 
cussed after hours at the De- 
partment of State, the Penta- 
gon and the U.S. Afms Con- 
trol and Disarmament 
Agency. ; 

Yet paradoxically, both 
State Department and the 
Agency for International De- 
velopment men say the United 
States must push for wide- 
spread nuclear power develop- 
ment to meet the world’s sky- 
rocketing power needs in the 
decades ahead. 

Diplomats here believe a 
lusty peaceful push is in the 
U.S. interest since nuclear 
power development is neces- 
sary to.raise standards of liv- 
ing in the developing, nations, 
especially those in which coal 
and water resources are 
searce.

Conceived as a bulwark 
against communism in South- 
east Asia, the federation was 
jolted by the recent break- 
away of Singapore.
